$15,000 Rewards Offered 


When Mr. Robert Briscoe, the 


former Lord Mayor of Dublin, visited 


Peoria after the bombing there to 
address an Israeli Bonds gathering, he 
was provided with a police escort. 

Rewards totalling $15,000 (about 
£5,300) have been offered by the 
Mayor of Atlanta and other citizens 
for information leading to the arrest 
of the dynamiters. 

The police in Atlanta have issued 
a statement saying that they are hope- 
ful. of smashing a ring of .* hate- 
mongering terrorists © operating 
throughout the Southern States. 

They said that they had obtained 
a signed statement from a man in 
custody naming the members of a 
group that allegedly met last May 
to plot the bombing of the Atlanta 
s\nagogue. 3 

The police said: that the statement 
mentioned three organisations: the 
Knights of the White Camellia. 
centred on Florida: the National 
States Rights Council; and a branch 
of the Ku-Klux-Klan in Anniston, 
Alabama. 

The Atlanta case seemed to fit a 
pattern of terrorism pointing to a 
central leadership. the investigators

The Rothschild Bank in Paris is 
going into partnership with the Israeli 
Government to form a joint corpora- 
tion for the development of the 
ancient port of Cesarea, Baron 
Edmund de _ Rothschild announced 
here on Wednesday. 

About 1£3,000,000 will be invested 
jointly by the two partners in the next 
three years to develop the area of 
28,000 dunams (about 7,000 acres) in 
order to attract tourists.

fields.” 

The Board also carried unanimously 
a resolution in which it urged the 
German Federal and State Govern- 
ments to increase the rate of payments 
to victims. of Nazism. 
_ The meeting, held at the Mayfair 
Hotel, was attended by 37 directors 
representing the 23 principal organisa- 
tions in the Diaspora forming the 
Claims Conference. Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann presided. 

The Claims Conference has, during 
the past five years of its operations, 
disbursed about $50,000,000 in five 
equal annual budgets. The Board’s 
task was to Consider the principles and 
procedures. which should govern the 
allocations of the remaining 
$73,000,000 which will be at its dis- 
posal during the next five to seven 
years. These principles. and pro- 
cedures were to be decided on the

The problem of racialism and 
minority groups in the United States 
was also the subject of an address 
by Mr. Philip Klutznick, World Presi- 
dent of the B’nai B'rith, who described 
the impact of the segregation crisis 
in the Southern States on the position 
of the Jewish community. 

In a meagre and vague communiqué 
issued after the conclusion of the 
deliberations, on Tuesday afternoon, 
it was stated that “delegates at the 
conference expressed their disquiet 
that an incident such as the bombing 
of a synagogue in Atlanta, Georgia, 
could occur in the United States, and 
shared the confidence of the American 
delegates that the Government and 
the people of the United States, led 
by the President, would not tolerate 
a repetition of such incidents, and 
would take appropriate measures to 
deal with the situation.” 

— By this time another bomb outrage 
had already occurred in Illinois.

SIXTH-FORMERS DISCUSS 
RACIAL PREJUDICE 


Meetings at County Hall

“ Churches, synagogues, and mosques are theoretically opposed to 
racial prejudice, but do not pull their full weight in combating it,” was 
the general opinion of 100 sixth-form grammar-school pupils, many of 
whom are Jews, who assembled at County Hall, Westminster, last week, 
for a conference entitled “You and Your Neighbour.” | 

The conference was organised by the Council of Citizens of East 
London and the Council of Education in World Citizenship. 


Opening the conference, Professor 
J. Lauwerys, of the Institute of 
Education, who presided, said: “ The 
Council of Citizens of East London 
was started before the war to combat 
Mosley’s fascist activity. The Citizens 


- enjoyed considerable success, but both 


they and the Council of Christians 
and Jews have much valuable work 
still to do in the field of better racial 
understanding.” 

Two short films, “ Boundary Lines ” 
and “ The Toymaker,” were shown to 
the students. The theme of these 
films was that all races were alike in 
the sight of God, and physical differ- 
ences were purely for identification. 

The films provoked some _ heated 
discussion among the gathering, and 
it was eventually decided that people 
could be educated to racial tolerance, 
for prejudice was not basic or inborn. 


Jews Accepted 


Asked whether they would like to 
share their homes with a coloured 
person, the students agreed that they 
would be pleased to do so, provided 
that the person was of the same 
educational standard as_ themselves. 
Jews, it seemed, were accepted with- 
out qualification. 

The conference closed with a brains 
trust, the panel consisting of Father 
Trevor Huddleston, Mr. A. I. Polack, 
Education Officer of the Council of 
Christians and Jews, and Mr. Charles 
Ward, a West Indian writer. 

Replying to the question “Is racial 
intolerance due to fascism, and ought 
we to solve our own racial problems 


before condemning others?” Eather 
Huddleston. said: ‘“ We are all 
capable of ill-feeling. Fascism seizes 
upon this when things are at their 
lowest ebb. Even if we do have 
problems on our own doorstep, not 
conse them elsewhere would be 
ad.” 

Mr. Ward agreed with Father 
Huddleston, but added that it was 
arrogance rather than. ignorance that 
was so difficult to eradicate. 

Mr. Polack thought that education 
was the only way to overcome the 
barrier. Commenting on Mr. Polack’s 
views, Father Huddleston said: “ Ger- 
many was a highly educated country 
when it murdered six million Jews.” 


TEACHING TOLERANCE

SERMON OF THE WEEK 


OVERCOMING EVIL 


For imagination of man’s 
heart is evil from his youth ~ . . 
(Gen. viii, 21). 

HIS verse is a _ warning 

against entertaining over- 

optimistic views as to man’s 
capacity for good. Man is no 
angel, and to see a roseate picture 
of his nature is to court frustration. 
Rousseau’s brave doctrine that man 
is naturally’ good has received a 
sad check during the past decades. 
Religious thinkers, nowadays, do 
well to call attention to the sinful- 
ness of man as revealed in all its 
degradation in the depths to which 
the fiendish mass-murderers and 
torturers sank in Nazi Germany 
and elsewhere. 

There is much of value in the 
present-day — realistic approach. 
“Crisis theology” has provided a 
salutary reminder of man’s power- 
lessness. to work out his own 
salvation and his need for God. 
Though Judaism has never been 
obsessed: with the idea of. original 
sin, there is much in Jewish teach- 
ing (an emphasis, not surprisingly, 
neglected in the nineteenth century 
when the millennium appeared to 
be dawning) on the way in which 
the deeds of men are all too 
frequently tainted by self-interest, 
greed, and the lust for power.- To 
fail to recognise the darker side of 
human nature is to live in a fool's 
paradise. 


BUT it is possible to err in the 

opposite direction, and we may 
well question the soundness of a 
religious view which is so. pre- 
occupied with the struggle against 
evil that it can see no religious 
value in the recognition of God out 
of a life of good fortune and 
prosperity. Some of the Psalms 
speak of man calling upon God 
“out of the depths.” But who 
would dare to say that there is less 
true religion in those other Psalms 
which describe the spirit of thank- 
fulness and gratitude in which man 
“enjoys the fruit ef his labours” ? 
- Jt must not be forgotten that our 


to the evil within. 


text speaks of God's consideration 
for man. Man must not delude 
himself into thinking that he is 
better than he is, but precisely 
because the imagination of his 
heart is evil God expects less of 
him and refuses to destroy him in 
his folly. And there is much point 
in the fine homiletical interpreta- 
tion that has been given to the 
Hebrew word mineurav, meaning 
“from his youth.” This can bear 
the meaning of “ because of his 
youth.” The nature of man ts evil 
because he is still young. Vf we 
think of a day as representing the 
age of the earth, then we must think 
of man inhabiting it only during the 
last few minutes and of civilisation 
evolving in the last few seconds. 


MAN is still young. The grow- 
ing adolc-cent lapses occasion- 


ally into puerility and shows 
signs of infantile stupidity that 
are the despair of his parents. 
But if they are understanding 


parents they will show nothing but 
sympathy for his strivings, helping 
him on to aitain maturity. God is 
the merciful Father. Without His 
help man can easily become a slave 
But with His 
help man can conquer evil and 
make this world the Paradise it was 
meant to be. Because Judaism, 


despite evidence to the contrary, 


has never abandoned this belief, it 
survives today as the faith for 
sober men and women who are not 
afraid of life.

Crocodile Tears ! 


BY the light of arc lamps the Royal 

Navy worked till midnight at 
Portsmouth’s submarine base, trying 
to remove  kangaroo—and all 
because the Israeli Navy shed croco- 
dile tears. For details of this tale of 
sweat, toil, and tears we must go back 
last week to Pompey, when the British 
Submarine Springer was handed over 
to the Israelis.

But since the Israelis had renamed the 
submarine Tanin (Crocodile) it was 
obvious that a kangaroo would never 
do. The attempt to Temove the 
obdurate marsupial was not wholly 
successful even after. long hours of 
trying to chip away the five-year-old 
plate. The kangaroo persisted in leav- 
ing its outline upon the bridge super- 
structure, despite numerous coats of 
black paint.

ERICH WOLFSFELD 
EXHIBITION 


The late Erich Wolfsfeld was an 

extremely distinguished artist who 
came to London from Germany in 
1936, having till then taught as Pro- 
fessor at the Royal Academy Schools 
in Berlin. A_ naturalistic draughts- 
man of exceptional skill and integrity, 
his best and most personal expression 
is without doubt to be found in the 
graphic media, and many of his etch- 
ings have become celebrated all over 
Europe. 
- An outstanding example is the well- 
known “Chess Players,” although the 
contemporary eye, attuned to the 
miraculous work of Rembrandt and 
Goya in this field, will take more 
readily, perhaps, to the enchanting 
study of an elephant which is shown 
on the staircase at the present exhibi- 
tion at the Ben Urj Gallery in Port- 
man Street, W.1.

Obituary 


MAX FRIEDLANDER 


Professor Max Friedlander, the 
eminent art historian, has died in 
Amsterdam -at the age of 91. 

Dr. Friedlander was born in Berlin, 
where he served for a time as Direc- 
tor of the Kaiser Friedrich Museum.

At a meeting of the Council of 
Administration of the Jewish Coloniza- 
tion Association (Ica) held in Landon 
recently, with the President, Sir Henry 
d’Avigdor Goldsmid, M.P., in the 
chair, an important part of the pro- 
ceedings was devoted to the Assdcia- 
tion’s colonisation work in Israel.

HEBREW LECTURER 


HONOURED 


Reception to Mr. I. Wartski 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“If the Jewish students who today 
flock in such vast numbers to the 
universities to study a variety of sub- 
jects were also to devote a little of 
their time and energy to the study of 
Hebrew, we should be able to estab- 
lish a genuine contact with the people 


of Israel,” said Mr, Isidore Wartski, 


when he addressed a gathering of his 
friends and former students, at Jews’ 
College, Montagu Square, W.1, last 
Sunday. 

The occasion was a reception to 
mark his retirement from the School 
of Oriental and African Studies 
(University of London), where he has 
held the Ahad Ha’Am Lectureship in 
Modern Hebrew for 33 years, 


“1 have wanted to be a Hebrew 


teacher as ‘far ‘back: as Ff can 
remember,” said Mr. Wartski. In the 
old days, he said, a teacher of Hebrew 
was a lonely man, whose ideals were 
not. always understood... Now. that 
Hebrew was accepted as. the language 


of Israel, and in particular, of Israel's | 


youth, the status of the melamed had 
changed for the better. 

Earlier, Mr. Wartski had _ listened 
while friends and colleagues paid tri- 
bute to his skill, kindness, and integrity. 


“A supreme teacher, particularly 
of beginners—which is the most 
difficult kind of teaching,” was how 
Professor C. H. Philips, Director of 
the School of Oriental and African 
Studies, described him. bos 

Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein, the 
Principal of Jews’ College, who was a 
student with Mr. Wartski at Jews’ 
College from 1917 to 1920, spoke 
warmly of Mr. Wartski’s dedication 
to the service of the Hebrew language 
—a dedication that had led him not 
only to increase his own knowledge 
but also to participate with fervour in 
the dissemination of Hebrew culture. 

Sir Leon Simon, who presided, said 
that it was not generally known that 
Mr. Wartski was a fine poet, with 
an excellent command of the imagery 


_of the Hebrew language. 


Speaking on behalf of Mr. Wart- 
ski's former ‘pupils, Mr. Bernard 
Braham described himself as one of 
those in whose hearts Mr. Wartski had 


implanted an everlasting love of the 


Hebrew language. 


Sir Leon presented Mr. Wartski, on 
behalf of those present, with a 
cheque which, he announced, would 
be used for the publication in book 
form of the many articles Mr. Wartski 
had written on Hebrew linguistics.

basis of the Study Commitice's 
report. Both the. report and the 
meeting were kept private. 7 
An attempt made by representatives 
of two organisations to lift the veil 
of secrecy by admitting the press to 
the conference hall was ignored. 
This . deliberate avoidance of 
publicity was later explained to 
me in the following way: “The 


duty we owe to the Jewish public’ 


is to apprise it of decisions 
made and actions taken but not 
necessarily of how and why they had 
been arrived at. For only in this way 
can we preserve and present before 
the world the united character of our 
actions and decisions.” 7 
Dr. Goldmann (who made his 


report during the first session of the 


meeting, on Saturday night) stated that 
the leaders of the Federal and State 
Governments in Western Germany 
and of the major political parties 
maintained their interest in the success 
of the legislation programme for 
indemnification. 

But Dr. Goldmann also reported a 
serious shortcoming, namely that the 
amourits of money which were at the 
disposal of the indemnification auth- 
orities for the present fiscal year 
(which began in April) had so far not 
been paid out in full. 


The attitude of the Board of. 


Directors found expression in the 
unanimous resolution which was 
adopied after Dr. Goldmann’s report. 
It expressed publicly the Board’s con- 


cern “over the growing gap develop- 


ing between funds availablé in the 
Federal German Republic for pay- 
ment of claims for individual indemni- 
fication and the actual payment of 
these claims.” 


claimants. 


The resolution further stated that 
while the Board was “deeply appre- 
ciative” of the increase the 
appropriations for the current fiscal 
year to approximately $600,000.000 
(compared with only $450,000,000 the 
previous year), they had noted that 
instead of the $195.000,000 which 
should have been paid out in claims 
during the first four months of the 
fiscal year, only about $135,000,000 
had fact been. disbursed to 
The resolution concluded 
that “unless the rate of payments is 
increased to the appropriated 
amounts, the declared objective of the 
German Government to accelerate 
payments cannot be. achieved. We, 
therefore, urge the German Federal 
and State Governments to take steps 


wherever necessary to ensure the dis-— 


bursement of the full sums made 


available for the current fiscal year.” 


During the first session the Directors 
dealt also with a few formal matters, 
and by Sunday morning when they 
reassembled the decks were clear for 
the principal purpose for which the 
meeting had been caHed—the con- 
sideration of the report by the Study 
Committee, 

The debate was opened by -Mr. 
Jacob Blaustein (American Jewish 
Committee), who is the Senior Vice- 
President of the Claims Conference, 
and was, together with seven other 
directors. a member of the Study 
Commitice whose report he presented 
to the Board for confirmation. Until 


Sunday the report was regarded as a. 


confidential document. Its contents 
were later summarised in an official 
press release. | 

According to the  report—which 
opened with a detailed review of the 
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operations of the Claims Conference 
during the past five years—allocations 
from the conference “ have become a 
major force in the rehabilitation of 
human lives and of Jewish communal 
and spiritual life which suffered at 
Nazi hands.” The Conference, it 
stated, was making a significant con- 
tribution to cultural and educational 
reconstruction on a global basis and 
was cementing a foundation for the 
reconstruction of communal life by a 
comprehensive programme for capital 
investment projects. 
Among the accomplishments of the 
Conference during the past, the report 
listed the following: provision of 
welfare services to more than 125,000 
needy victims of Nazism per year : 
creation or expansion, with the aid of 


capital grants, of 313 community 
institutes, including 55 community 


and youth centres, 38 Jewish day 
schools, 31 synagogues and other 
religious institutions. : 
The Claims Conference had 
financed current programmes of

Introducing the report, Mr. 
Blaustein pointed out that there had 
never been enough money available 
to meet all requests for grants or 
indeed all needs. “No one. will 
claim,” he said, “that all needs are 
met in either the relief or the cultural 
field. The essential issue is what 
constitutes, in the best judgment of 
the Directors of the. Conference, a 
proper balance in the distribution of 
funds among the major fields of our 
activity, .in keeping with the basic 
obligations undertaken by us to pro- 
vide for the relief, rehabilitation, and 
resettlement of Jewish victims of 
Nazi persecution, in accordance with 
the urgency of their need.” 

He also stated that the full 
examination of the Conference alloca- 
tions during the past five years had 
disclosed that about 20 per cent “ is 
already devoted to cultural and 
educational programmes . which 
also receive support through our 
general relief and rehabilitation pro- 
grammes, through our capital grants 
as well as through our commemora- 
tion and documentation projects.” 

Mr. Blaustein, who was proposing 
to confirm the recommendations of 
the Study Committee, explained that 
these recommendations, if adopted, 
would apply for the next three years 
only. 


Allocation of Funds 


As forecast by THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE last week, the recom- 
mendations which Mr. _ Blaustein 
asked the Board of Directors to 
approve included the following: 

1. The principles governing the 
allocations with its stress on the 
sound, and should be retained with- 
out change. 

2. The basic pattern of Conference 
allocations is valid. 


3. Jewish communities in countries 


that fell under Nazi occupation or 
those disproportionately burdened by 
heavy influxes of Nazi victims must 
remain the areas of primary concern 
to the Conference. 

4. Present levels of support for 
cultural and educational programmes 
represent a commitment that is com- 


mensurate | with basic Conference 
responsibilities. 
In the ensuing discussion, the 


Directors were divided almost equally 
between those who were in favour of 


British Fund), in another amendment, 


proposed the inclusion of such institu- 
tions (outside the area of former Nazi 
occupation) in which the percentage 
of children of refugees approximated 
50, a formula which would benefit at 
least some Jewish schools in Britain.

New Recommendation 


Once this was adopted, the commit- 
tee’s recommendation about main- 
taining “the present levels of support 
for cultural and educational pro- 
grammes” had, of course, to be 
scrapped. It was replaced with the 
following recommendation: 

“The support of cultural and edu- 
cational programmes (from the 
Cultural and other budgets) should 
continue to o€cupy a prime position 


in the programme of the Conference, 


and the Conference should seek to 
increase its support for these pro- 
grammes to the maximum extent 
possible in the light of its ongoing 
programmes and commitments and 
the urgent needs in other fields.” 

This motion (which took the place 
of number four of. the general con- 
clusions of the Study Committee 
reported above) was accepted by all 
without a vote. It was a compromise 
between those who advocated the 
preservation of the former pattern of 
allocation of Conference funds are 
undiminished need for relief work, 
and those who thought that with the 
indemnification programme well on its 
way. the time had come to widen the 
area in which the Conterence operated 
for the benefit of educational projects, 
particularly schools.

CIVIL SERVICE” 


Need for Greater Opportunities

What are the reasons for the serious 
shortage of good-quality recruits for 
the Jewish “civil service ”’—the 
administrative staff of the many com- 
munal institutions—in_ Britain, and 
what is the solution to the problem ? 

Those were two questions which the 
Hon, Edwin’ Samuel, C.MG., 
attempted to answer in a lecture he 
gave at the Gustave Tuck Theatre, 
University College, W.C.1, last week. 


‘His subject was “The Jewish Civil 


Services of the Diaspora.” The lec- 
ture—the third to commemorate the 
late Dr. Noah Barou—was organised 
by the World Jewish Congress, British 
Section. Dr. M. Perlzweig presided 
in the absence through indisposition 
of Mr, A. L. Easterman. 

Mr. Samuel gave as the main 
reasons for the shortage the dullness 
of the work, the absence of any sort 
of federation to which the workers 
might belong, the few opportunities 
for advancement and promotion, and 
the fact that there was no _ unified 
transferable pension scheme. 

He also -blamed assimilation of 
a large part of Jewish youth in Britain, 
who, if they did want to go into com- 
munal service, tended to join. the 
general civil service of the country or 
to prefer the bigger . organisations 
because in small units they felt segre- 
gated and identified completely with 
the Jewish community. 

Mr. Samuel, who js the Principal 
of the Israel Institute of Public 
Administration, suggested two solu- 
tions—a _ short-term one and a long- 
term one. First, he said, there should 
be a federation of all organisa- 


tions with centralised fund-raising 
machinery: the formation of a 
“trade union” for Jewish ~~ civil 


servants’; more attractive salaries and 
a transferable pension scheme ; and a 
sincere, determined attempt to raise 
the status of the administrator. 

The long-term solution, said Mr. 
Samuel, was that they would have to 
try to create a new generation with 
much stronger Jewish consciousness. 
That involved a much more wide- 
spread and fundamental Jewish secular 
educational system. He hoped for, and 
looked forward to, the day when Jews 
would realise that to be good English- 
a did not entail ceasing to be good 

ews. 


Position in South Africa 


Mr. Samuel compared the position 
here with that in South Africa and the 
U.S.A. In the former country, he 
said, there was a Jewish “ civil service ” 
of a high order, which-was more 
closely organised and was conse- 
quently able to attract the better 
quality. youth. In the United States, 
although. a large part of the work was 
done by highly paid executives, com- 
munal service was still mostly 
unorganised and unco-ordinated. 

In Israel there was no shortage of 
recruits, said Mr. Samuel, and there 
the civil service stood very high in 
preference of occupations among the 
young men and women. :

ISRAELI-ARAB 
PEACE 


Archdeacon of Oxford's 
Views

The greatest barrier to reconcilia- 
tion between Israel and her Arab 
neighbours is a mutual lack of under- 
standing and knowledge of the “ other 
side’s”’ mentality. This was the 
impression gained by the delegation 
of six Christian churchmen from the 
Council of Christians and Jews during 
its visit to Israe] and Jordan. 

The delegation returned to this 
country last Friday, having spent ten 
days in Israel at the invitation of the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs of the 
Israeli Government and the External 
Relations Department of the Jewish 
Agency, and a further six days in 
Jordan. 

On Tuesday members of the dele- 
gation gave a press conference at St. 
Bride’s Church, Fleet Street, E.C.4. 


External Pressure Needed 


The lack of understanding between 
the Israelis and the Arabs was mainly 
due, said Mr. D. Wallace Bell 
(Organising Secretary of the Council 
of Christians and Jews), to the fact 
that they both were forbidden to enter 


other’s territory. 


It was clear: that obstacles to nego- 
tiation on the Arab side, said the 
Archdeacon of Oxford, the Ven. C. 
Witton-Davies (who led the delega- 
tion), were mainly dictated by public 
policy, since individual Arabs whom 
he had met had expressed a desire for 
peace with Israel. It was likely, he 
went on, that some external pressure 
would have to be brought to bear on 
the situation—either. by the Western 
Powers or by Christian churches 
throughout the world—before the 
way could be made clear for negotia- 
tions. 

Asked whether he thought the Arab 
refugees were being kept in exile by 
the Arab States for propaganda pur- 
poses, the Archdeacon replied that he 
had put this question to individual 
Arabs, who had strongly denied the 
allegation. Many of the Arab refugees 
in the Jericho camp, he added, were 
obviously living in better conditions 
now than before their exile, and it was 
apparent that, in spite of the official 
viewpoint, many of them no longer 
wished to return to their formér 
homes in Israel.

HOPEFUL TRENDS FOR MARKETS 


Once again stock markets have 
received that additional impetus that 


was necessary to keep the upward | 


movement in share prices going, as 
the result of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s speech at Blackpool. Its 
“Expansion” theme has set the City 
anticipating fresh favourable develop- 
ments on the economic front. 


Forecasts include a further cut in 
Bank Rate, some reduction in tax, and 
even possibly in the 2 per cent stamp 
duty, further adjustments in purchase 
tax, or hire purchase, and, indeed, any 
other concession that could be calcu- 
lated to-assist the Chancellor’s policy. 
As usual the Stock Exchange is dis- 
counting prospects well ahead, but 
feels that there is reasonable chance 
of seeing some hopes fulfilled. 


When it is considered that for the 
first time in a century the United 
Kingdom has wiped out an adverse 
visible trade gap and that the balance 
of payments surplus for the half year 
of £488,000,000 is the best since such 
records have been compiled, there is 
ground for some market optimism 
along “ expansionist” lines. 


Higher profits, a scrip bonus, and 
the forecast of a bigger dividend by 
the Board of Electric and Musical 
Industries caused considerable satis- 
faction in the City. This well-known 
gramophone, radio, and _ electronic 
group reports trading profits for the 
year to June 30 up from £4,732,000 to 
£5,322,000. Dividend is held at 15 
per cent but the Directors say that 
provided earnings continue at the 
present rate they will step up next 
year’s payment to 20 per cent, and 
this will be on a capital increased by 
a one-for-three scrip bonus now 
announced. A conservative policy in 
the past has been necessary because 
the group has been engaged in large- 
scale reorganisation and expansion,

There 
seems little doubt that stock losses 
have been incurred by the group. 

Alenco, formerly Kay and Co. 
(Engineers), and now controlled by 
the Charterhouse Industrial Develop- 
ment, announces an interim dividend 
of 30 per cent on account of the 
current year as well as a payment of 
30 per cent for the twelve months 
ended March 31, last. There was a 
30 per cent distribution last time, paid 
in 20 per cent dividend and 10 per 
cent bonus, so the latest announce- 
ment appears encouraging. Profits 
for the past year, however, show little 
change at £135,959 against the 
previous £135,243.

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ISRAEL’S FIRST SUBMARINE 


- Crew to Train in Britain 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Israeli navy technicans are expected 
to arrive at Portsmouth shortly to 
begin training for servicing the two 
British submarines which have been 
sold to Israel. 

The first of these ships, H.M.S. 
Springer, was (as already reported in 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE), handed over 
at H.M.S. Dolphin, Gosport, the 
submarine base, on Thursday of last 
week. The Israeli crew are expected 
to, come to Britain for training, and 
Springer, now renamed Tanin (Croco- 
dile), is to have a refit. Meanwhile a 
duty watch of Royal Navy sailors will 
stay aboard. It was unofficially stated 
that the sale price of the submarines 
to Israel was in the region of 
£250,000 each. 

In brilliant sunshine a guard ,of 
honour marched along the quayside of 
H.M.S. Dolphin, and halted with the 
characteristic Royal Navy smartness 


facing Springer, which a few minutes 


later was officially handed over. 
Warships in Portsmouth harbour 
glistened in the sunlight as the barge 


of the Flag Officer Submarines, Rear- 


Admiral B. W. Taylor, D.S.C., 
secured alongside, containing the 
party of Israeli Embassy officials, 


Mr. S. Peres, Director-General of 
the Israeli Ministry of Defence, and 
Commodore S, Tankus (Tanner), Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Israeli Navy. 
When the party, which was met at 
the jetty facing the submarine by the 
Flag Officer Submarine, left the 
launch, Royal Navy bos’ns piped 
them ashore. A few minutes later 
another launch arrived carrying Mr. 
R. Amir, the Israeli Consul-General 
in London. and Mr. A. Kidron, the 
Israeli Press Attaché. They also 
were piped ashore. The Admiral led 
the Israeli party along the jetty to the 
guard of honour, which then presented 
arms while the Royal Navy bugler 
sounded the General Salute. 


On board the submarine were 
Lieutenant P. R. Compton-Hall, the 
Commanding Officer, and Lt.-Com- 
mander J. Dror, who is to be the 
Israeli commander of the submarine. 
Lt.-Commander Dror comes from 
Kibbutz Maagan Michael, and at 33 
he is proud, he told me, to be Israel’s 
first submarine commander. He has 
been trained by the French Navy. 
With him was Lt. Zvi Shur, aged 23, 
who is on a naval course at H.MS.

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THE KAFR KASSIM MURDERS 


Israelis Found Guilty of Killing Arabs 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 
Eight officers and men of the Israeli 
border police have been found guilty 
by a military court of the murder of 


43. Arabs in the village of Kafr 


Kassim on October 26, 1956, when the 
Sinai Campaign was launched. Three 


other border policemen were 
acquitted. 
All the eleven policemen have 


spent nearly two years in prison await- 


ing the result of their trial, which 


Started in January, 1957, and closed a 
year later. 

The three acquitted are Abdul 
Rachman Ismail and Said Zachariah 
Shaaban, both Circassians, and Daniel 
Semnitz, a Jew. 

Those found guilty are Major 
a batialion com- 
mander in the border police, Liett. 
Gabriel Dehan, a platoon commander, 
Corporal Shalom Ofer, Gavriel Uliel, 
Mahlouf Haroush, Eliahu Avraham, 
Albert Fahimah, and Armon 
Nahmani, 


Unaware of Curfew 


The 43 Arabs, including women 
and children, were killed after a 
curfew had been imposed on Kafr: 
Kassim, as on other Arab villages 
near the Jordan border. The Arabs 
were returning. home after work, 
unaware that a curfew had _ been 
imposed, when they were shot. 

Judge Halevy described the actions 
of Lieut. Dehan and Corporal Ofer 


as “cold-blooded, deliberate murder 


without any justification.” He also 
charged Major Malinki’s superior 
officer, Colonel Shadmi, with respon- 
sibility as having been the officer who 
imposed a curfew and gave the orders 
which were afterwards passed on to 
Major Malinki. 

The court was held in an Army 
barracks ‘in Jerusalem. The witnesses 
included two inhabitants of Kafr 
Kassim, The reading of the judgment 
by the three judges took place on 
Sunday and Monday. Sentences were 
expected late this week or carly next 
week. 

According to the court judgment, 
Colonel Shadmi, the regimental com- 
mander, initiated the curfew and drew 
‘up the instructions which he first gave 
to Major Malinki, the battalion com- 
mander. Colonel Shadmi admitted 
that he had called for a very strict 
observance of the curfew but denied 
saying: “I do not want any soft-

heartedness,’ or of replying, ‘“ May 
Allah have mercy on their souls,” 


when asked what should be done to 
those who were outside their homes 
after curfew-time. 

Major Malinki returned to his unit 
to pass on the orders and, according 
to the court judgment, said that any- 


one found out of doors should be 


shot. Lieut, Dehan passed on the 
orders to his men. | 

The judges listed several incident 
innocent villagers returning 
home, either unaware that a curfew 
had been imposed or with no other 
intention than to reach home after 
work, were met by these border 
policemen and ruthlessly shot. 

The court stated that after partici- 
pating in the shooting Lieut. Dehan 
escorted 23 villagers to their homes. 
But the shooting ended only after 
Major Malinki received a_ radio 
message that an uncountable number 
of people had been killed, and urging 
restraint. 

The court rejected Major Malinki’s 
defence that he intended that only 
deliberate curfew-breakers and those 
acting suspiciously should be shot. The 
court also rejected Lieut. Dehan’s: 
contention that he ordered that only 
those trying to escape were to be shot. 


* Order to Kill” 


Major Malinki was found guilty of 
giving “the order to kill.” Lieut. 
Dehan was found guilty of giving such 
orders and of having himself killed. 
The other con- 
victed prisoners were found guilty of 
killing varying numbers of the 43 
villagers, who included women and 


shildren. 
_..The maximum ‘sentence in_ Israel 
“for such crimes is life imprisonment. 


Compensation -to the heirs of the 
victims has already been paid in 
accordance with a recommendation of 
a special committee. Fifteen villagers 
who were wounded in the shooting 
received free hospital treatment and 
compensation. A ‘“Sulha” (recon- 
ciliation ceremony) attended by about 
400 Arabs and Jews .took place later 


- when, in accordance with Moslem 


custom, forgiveness was extended by 
the bereaved families to those who 


had injured them. : 
An investigation into the shooting at 


Kafr Kassim was ordered by Mr. Ben-

According to an agreement signed 
recently between Mr. Janos Horvath, 
President of the Hungarian State

BIG PENSIONS FOR 
EX-NAZIS

While millions of marks are being 
paid to former Nazi officials in pen- 
sions, victims of Nazism are. still 
waiting fo receive small indemnifica- 
tion payments.

Postponing Decision 


Clearly all that this answer was 
meant to do was to postpone any 
fundamental decision on the point ;

Encouraging Features 


Perhaps, paradoxically enough, 
from such stories as that of the 
Orthodox detective; for the fact 
that there are so many religious 
problems, the fact that there is a 


sense of dissatisfaction and inquiry. 


among the younger religious 
croups, the fact that those who pose 
the questions have almost despaired 
of receiving satisfactory answers or 
even a sufficient appreciation of 
their problems from the religious 
authorities, is in itself one of the 
most encouraging features of 
religious life in Israel. 

Those of us who have come to 
Israel from abroad know what 
apathy can lie behind an unques- 
tioning acceptance of Traditional 
Judaism—an acceptance which so 
often crumbles at the first touch. 
When religion has little to say 
which affects the life of the State or 
of the individual (and dare we cast 
a glance at the condition of Chris- 
tianity in England?) then there is 
no clash of opinion, no frenzied 
demonstration, no fanatical deter- 
mination to convert the world to 
one’s own particular sect. 


A potent factor in the develop- 
ment of religion in Israel, and one 
which many feel has achieved more 
than all the political machinations 
of the Religious Parties, has been

Kfar Haroeh, and the Kibbutz 
Hadati which, by actually settling 
on the land itself, have been forced 
to find some fusion of traditional 
Judaism and -modern life. And 
when we speak of fusion let us not 
confuse it with Reform, for in 
many ways it was the life of the 
Diaspora which was unnatural and 
which demanded the creation of 
various legal loopholes; and the 
return to the land in our own day 
has been, in fact, a return to a 
natural Jewish life from the artifi- 
ciality of the Diaspora. To carry 
the loopholes with us would seem 
more than a little strange. 

Moreover, the fact that such 
settlements have made a full contri- 
bution to the State and have taken 
upon themselves all the duties and 
obligations of pioneers has raised 
considerably the prestige of the 
Orthodox Jew in Israel, and thus 
helped to improve _ relations 
between religious and non-religious 
groups, 


Solution from Below 


In many ways one feels here that 


‘the solution to the religious pro- 


blems of the modern State will not 
come from above but from below. 
They will not be solved by the for- 
mation of a  Sanhedrin—each 
section of Orthodox Jewry would 
in any case demand a Sanhedrin of 
its own—but the learned laity striv- 
ing to find a solution to its pro- 
blems and rejecting the continual 
postponement of | decisions, will 
itself be forced to conclusions 
‘which may, in time, become the 
accepted custom. Such decisions 
it would be easier for the Rabbinate 
to ratify in the next generation, not 
for the first time in Jewish history. 

It is interesting that much 
pioneering work has been done in 
the Chaplaincy department of the 
Israel Defence Forces. There Rabbi 


Goren and his staff have been — 


faced with a situation in which it 
has been impossible to shelve pro- 
blems as they can be shelved in 
the civilian world. If a soldier 
writes in asking whether he may 
send signals on the Sabbath when 
there is no war on, it is useless to 
answer him that he should not .be 
a signaller. On the other hand, the 
Situation of the signaller is not to 
be compared with that of a Jew 
in. foreign army. other 
words, the idea that someone else 
can do it cannot be adopted by 
a military rabbinate which has to 
answer the questions not as indivi- 
dual queries only, but as matters 
of principle involving a Jewish 
army as a whole. Of course the 
emergency nature of an army even 
in peacetime allows for many 
leniencies which could not be given 
to civilians but, at the same time, 


the numerous sheaylot uteshuvot (a 


volume of which is to be published 
shortly) have a distinct bearing on 
the civilian scene. 


Religious Centre 


At a time when we have seen the 
important step of the founding of 
the Religious Centre in Jerusalem, 
perhaps we_ should in 
mind both the opportunities and 
the limitations which lie before it. 
To expect it to cut Gordian knots 
and solve all the religious problems 
of today is to hope for too much. 
It has to preserve a delicate balance 
between the varying shades of 
Orthodox opinion and to achieve 
as wide confidence and support as 
possible. But, on the other hand, 
if it has the courage to approach 
the problems realistically, not to 
shelve them but to apply the old 
principles of law to a fundament- 
ally new situation, it could capture 
the imagination of hundreds of 
people who have for so long looked 
in vain for real religious 
leadership.

Mr. Ben-Gurion on 
Israel’s Role

HAIFA 

Several thousand veterans of the 
illegal immigration operations which 
preceded the establishment of ,the 
State were told here that their task 
was unfinished—that so long as a 
single Jew who wished to come to 
Israel remained in the Diaspora, they 
could not rest. 


Chief among the speakers of the 
“Alyah Bet” leaders who gathered 
at the Kibbutz Exhibition here was 
the Prime Minister, who said that 
Israel was not established for the 
650,000 Jews who were here in 1948 
nor for its 2,000,000 residents of 
today. The country is a haven, said 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, and it must remain 
so for any Jew who wishes to come 
here. Mr. Ben-Gurion added _ that 
while the gates of many countries 
were today closed against the emigra- 
tion of Jews, Israel and her people 
must be prepared to receivé them 
when the time came. 

In his view “Alyah Bet” started in 
1937, when immigration limits were 
first imposed on Jews who wanted to. 
come to Palestine. Despite the 
Struma and the Patria (two immigrant 
ships which sank with heavy loss of 
life), despite deportation and armed 
assault, the work went on. The 
immigrants kept on coming. That 
spirit gradually penetrated the con- 


science of the world and led to the. 


U.N. resolution establishing 4 Jewish 
State, said the Premier. 

Participants in the reunion were 
taken to the breakwater in the port 
where the wreck of the s.s. Patria 
still lies. A wreath was laid on the 
mast of the sunken vessel and a 
thirteen-gun salute fired in 
memory of those who perished on 
their way to Palestine. 


NEW ARAB PARTY

A new political party was born in 
Israel last week.

In a unanimously adopted resolu- 
tion the new party declared its 
loyalty to the State, approved the 
federation with Achdut Avoda, and 
expressed appreciation of the develop- 


“ment projects already undertaken for 


the minorities, but noted that these 
still lagged behind the Jewish popula- 
tion economically and socially.

WINTER RESORTS IN ISRAEL 


By “ GREEN FLAG” 


The plan for the reduced-prices- 
for-winter holidays in Israel is, | 
gather, meeting with an encouraging 
initial response. The various. bro- 
chures from the individual travel 
agencies are now reaching me, and one 
that strikes me as offering extremely 
good value in all classes of accommo- 
dation is that which will be sent free 
to all interested by Mr. Morris E. 
Perry, of Orient Tours Agency, 87 
Regent Street, W.1 (REGent 7971). - 

From the notes I made during my 
recent tour of Israel, here are some 
details for those contemplating winter 
holidays there: 

One of the most delightful spots in 
winter is the city of Tiberias. On the 
shores of Lake Kinneret (the Sea- 
of Galilee), over 600 feet below sea- 
level, Tiberias has exactly the right 
climate to make it the ideal winter 
resort, The city itself is a fascinating 
mixture of ancient and modern. 
It possesses one of the finest hotels in 
the country—the Galei Kinneret— 
which offers every comfort and 
luxury. The terrace of the hotel looks 
out over the lake where the fishing- 
boats sail. Near by are the famous 
Hot Springs. The Lake of Kinneret 
must surely be the loveliest inland sea 


in the world, It is about 14 miles long . 


and nearly eight miles across-—a huge 
placid lake of clear-blue shimmering 
water. 


Negev Holiday 


Another ideal winter. resort is Elath, 
at the southern tip of Israel, on the 
shores of the Red Sea. Statistics show 
that Elath has about three rainy days 
during the main winter months, one 
day in each month. An average day- 
time temperature of 70 degrees F. is 
quite usual There are three new 
hotels: the Elath, grade A ; the Salo- 
mon, grade B ; and the Sinai, grade C, 
The Elath is kosher and is air-condi- 
tioned ; the Salomon is partially air- 
conditioned. The recently completed 
motor road from Tel Aviv, via Beer- 
sheba, now makes it possible to do the 
journey from Tel Aviv to Elath in six 
hours by car. The’air journey takes 
one hour from Lydda to Elath, and 
seven flights a day in each direction 
are operated by Arkia Inland Airways. 
I took this flight during my summer 
tour of Israel and can thoroughly 
recommend it. 


From readers who have visited 


Spain I have received a number of

Valencia, Seville, Cordoba, San 
Sebastian, and Bilbao. An important 
Jewish community existed in Barce- 
lona before the Spanish Civil War. 
This was restored in 1948, when the 
Spanish authorities granted permission 
for the opening of a synagogue. In the 
following year the community was 
granted recognition by the Civil 
Governor. Shechita is permitted, and 
committees conduct poor relief and 
charities. Barcelona’s Jews are of 
mixed. origin, some 60 per cent 
Sephardi and 40 per cent Ashkenazi. 
In Madrid a licence was granted in 
1949 for the opening of a synagogue. 


An account of his recent tour of 
Spain has been received from Mr. 
Edward Mantus (90 Brune House, 
Toynbee Street, E.1). Referring to 
Barcelona, he describes the two syna- 
gogues at 44 Calle Porvenir (one for 
Sephardim, a smaller one for Ash- 
kenazim). “ There is nothing outside,” 
he remarks, “to denote that the 
building houses Jewish places of wor- 
ship, since this is forbidden by the 
Government. like prohibition 
applies to the excellent little kosher 
restaurant, “ Miriam,” at 184 Calle 
Valencia, but in this case it is the 
landlord of the apartments who for- 
bids a name being affixed to the 
restaurant door. The restaurant is on 
the first floor. The proprietors, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewkowicz, originally came 
from Poland. Apart from Spanish 


' meals, they are well able also to serve 


the sort of food that Anglo-Jewry is 
used to.” 


-Pentateuch in Cathedral 


Referring to his visit to Palma, 
Majorca, Mr. Mantus proceeds : 
“The great cathedral is built on 
the site of the sacked and pillaged 
synagogue. The centre candelbrum, 
with its 365 lights, in the cathedral 
was originally from the synagogue. In 
the ‘Tesoro’ room in the cathedral, 
where all the jewellery is kept, can be 
seen the two unique silver maces con- 
taining the rolls of the Pentateuch 
that came from the synagogue of pre- 
Inquisition days. They are over 6ft. 
in length. Santa Clara Church in 
Calle Santa Clara stands on the site 
of another pre-Inquisition synagogue, 
the last one to be destroyed in 
Majorca.” 


Dr. L. J. Tolkin, 6f Westcliff-on- 


- Sea, who, with his wife, spent a vaca- 


tion in Spain and Majorca, suggests 
that I ought specifically to point out 
that there are no kosher establishments 
whatsoever in Majorca, despite its very 
strong Jewish historical connections. 
Dr. Tolkin tells me of the pleasure he 
and Mrs. Tolkin experienced on visit- 
ing the Ashkenazi Synagogue at Barce- 
lona, where they were invited to a 


lavish Barmitzvah celebration. An 
Israeli and his wife teach the Spanish- - 


Jewish children Hebrew and at the 


party they led the singing of many 


Israeli songs. “It was a very affect- 
ing moment,” writes Dr. Tolkin, 
“something that fully bore out the 
truth of the brotherhood of all 
Israelites, no matter from which land 
we come.”

SOUTH AFRICAN AIRWAYS 
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A PERPETUAL 
ENDOWMENT? 


THE task of understanding the 
implications of last week’s meeting 
of the Directors of the Conference 
on Jewish Material Claims Against 
is made difficult on 
account of the privacy in which 
the proceedings were conducted: It 
is odd that while the meetings of 
local charities which disburse 
pennies should be open to public 
scrutiny, the principles on which a 
trust fund of astronomical dimen- 
sions are administered are more or 
less decided behind closed doors. 


Broadly it will be “the mixture 
as before.” It is not necessary. here 
to repeat in detail past criticisms 
of the way in which the large sums 
paid by the West German Govern- 
ment to the Claims Conference 
have been allocated. Some of these 
difficulties flow’ inevitably from 
the apparent determination of the 
American Jewish Joint Distribution 
Committee, far from the scene of 
the principal operations, to main- 
tain a large measure of control of 
the Conference funds in their own 
hands, 
of gratitude who failed to acknow- 
ledge what American Jewry through 
the agency of the “ Joint’ has done 
and continues valiantly to do to 
succour its brethren in need. We 
are confident, however, that the 
ever-generous American Jewish 
community would not wish the 
moneys granted to the Claims Con- 
ference by the Germans to be used 
either to minimise a burden which 
American Jewry’ had already 
assumed or to make the ultimate 
recipients feel a sense of depend- 
ence on a body which did not 
provide the funds but acted as a 
conduit for channelling them 
from source to destination. There 
must also be regret that measures 
have not been taken to reduce, if 
not eliminate, the disorderly 


scramble for grants—a scramble 


in which some elements in our 
own community have not exhibited 
themselves in a very favourable 
light. 

While no irretrievable decision 
has been taken, it is satisfactory to 
note that, as was urged in these 
columns, the Directors voted in 
favour of increased support for 
cultural and educational pro- 
grammes and to include within 
bounty capiial grants for 
educational purposes, even though 
the country concerned had not 
been overrun by the Nazis. or 
settled by a high proportion of 
refugees. This latter decision 
obviously brings within range of 
eligibility projects in this country, 
among others. 

- This more favourable approach 


-to educational needs is welcome, 


but there are further decisions of 


principle which need to be taken. 


It is of the nature of relief and 
rehabilitation, the other great field 
in which Conference funds are 
used, that the task is shortsferm in 
character: as the needs of those 
whe were the victims of the Nazis 


are satisfied, the work comes to an_ 


end. If, therefore, grants are made 
to individuals on a piecemeal basis 
no great harm can ensue. In the 
field of education. the frittering 
away of a large windfall in this 
manner would be disastrous. The 
Nazis not only ruined the lives of 
millions of Jews; they also dés- 
troyed age-old wellsprings of the 
Jewish spirit. The restoration of 
the cultural heritage of Jewry—for 
that is what is wanted if we wish 
to maintain ourselves as a people— 
calls for something like a “ master- 
plan.” Merely to consider appli- 
cations from organisations which 
would like a share in the cake and 
to deal with them on a basis which 
inevitably gives a great deal of 
opportunity for log-rolling and 
queue-jumping will not suffice. 
Something on the lines of the great 
foundations which contribute a 
permanent endowment for educa- 
tional and cultura! work should 
new be built up out of Claims 
Conference funds. 


The elaboration of such a 
“master-plan” jis a task which 
shoulg now engage the attention of 

Claims Conference. In an 
article published in this paper last 
week Mr. David Patterson offered 


He would be a man devoid | 


some concrete suggestions whereby 


“afew -carefully selected and 


heavily endowed institutions might 
become a real fountain of living 
waters.” His ideas might he the 
basis for a discussion out of which 
the plan might eventually emerge. 
Public opinion must assert itself in 
this matter. The directorate of the 
Claims Conference is made up of 
representatives of Jewish bodies 
throughout the world. We hope 
that the Anglo-Jewish organisa- 
tions will forget the differences 
which so often keep them apart 
and use their energies to concert 
proposals which be placed 
before the Conference as a whole. 
It would be a public service from 
which the Anglo-Jewish community, 
among - others, might eventually 
derive lasting benefit.

Ironically enough, since the 
juxtaposition of meetings must 
have been deliberate, the limita- 
tions of the Conference of Jewish 
Organisations are brought out by 
its having met just after the Claims 
Conference. The latter has large 
sums of money to disburse, and 
many Jewish institutions through- 
out the world look with expectancy 
to its decisions. The Conference of 
Jewish Organisations is less com- 
prehensive—bodies of the signifi- 
cance of the Alliance Israélite, the 
American Jewish Committee, and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association stand 
outside—but what is more impor- 
tant is that it seems to be a mere 


talking shop, having been vested 


with little authority even by those 
who claim to be its protagonists 
and commanding neither materia] 
resources nor the possibility of 
making decisions in spheres in 
which its resolutions can have any 
effect. Changes may be in train. 
as suggested by Mr. Carvalho at 
the Council of the A.J.A., so that 
the Conference will assume execu- 
tive powers. Whether this will 
involve the disappearance of the 
World Jewish: Congress (of which 
Dr. Goldmann is also the Presi- 


dent) remains to be seen. 


What adherents of the Confer- 
ence and opponents must alike 
realise is that, executive powers or 
not, with the elimination of the 
great masses of homeless and perse- 
cuted Jews and the establishment of 
the State of Israel, as well as the 
present level of international 
relations, the. style of Jewish 
diplomacy for which there was 
need in pre-war days has no place. 
For. leaders of Jewish organisations 
to exchange ideas on many subjects 
with a view to strengthening the 
life of their communities there is 
much to be said. Under whatever 
auspices they are convened, gather- 
ings which have no tachlis will not 
endure. That is clearly indicated 
by the barrenness of the meeting 
of the Conference of Jewish 
Organisations. 


ISRAEL’S PARLIAMENT 


AMONG the many ceremonies of

No more appro- 
priate or splendid gift could have 
been devised by this Anglo-Jewish 
philanthropist and none could be 
4 more fitting memorial to his 
honoured name. James de Roth-

schild was the eldest son of Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild, who was 
known as the Father of Jewish 
colonisation in Palestine, and he 
unremittingly devoted himself to 
continuing and expanding the work 
which his father had begun in the 
Jewish Homeland. During the First 
World War he was a Major in the 
Jewish Battalion which formed part 
of General Allenby’s forces fight- 
ing for the liberation of Palestine. 
Later, as a Member of Parliament, 
he was conspicuous in the House 
of Commons for his outspoken 
championship of the Jewish and 
Zionist causes. It was to his kins- 


’ man, the second Lord Rothschild, 


that the Balfour Declaration was 
addressed. And the recipient of 
that historic foundation-deed was

THE conference of any political 
party is one of life’s occasions when 


things are seen in black and white | 


—sweetness and light within, gross 
darkness without.

However 
that may be, the proposition that 
an independent newspaper is under 
a duty to garnish readers’ letters 
with its own comments jis indeed 
astonishing. We have opened our

ig accelerate. This was, of course, 
in contradiction to the Govern- 
ment’s general attitude since .Suez 
that the urge to a greater Arab 
unity is merely an expression of 
President Nasser’s drive towards an 
Egyptian imperial hegemony. 


Middle East Settlement 


Mr. Bevan, who had no hestita- 
tion in trouncing Mr. Dulles for 
using the language of bigotry, was 


dearly putting himself in a more 


diplomatic posture for dealing with 
Naser. Labour  Party’s 
attitude on Suez, recalled both by 
Mr Bevan and Mr. Gaitskell, 
might indeed seem to deserve the 
thanks of the Egyptian leader. But 
in politics the expectation of 
gratitude in exchange for favours

Arab Refugees 


It was within. the context of 
this proposed joint effort to engage 
in a major act of Middle East 
development that Mr. Bevan 
referred in most moving terms to 
the terrible situation of the Arab 
refugees. He had himself visited 
the camps and had been appalled 
by the accumulation of stagnating 
misery. He did not offer blame. 
All he was concerned with was that 
this evil should not, so to speak, 
“be swept under the rug” and 
forgotten. It cried out for solution. 

A Party Conference has so large 
an agenda, and the scope of its 
anxieties is so wide, that it is 
usually difficult for any one prob- 
lem to leave a lasting concern in 
the minds of delegates. But I am 
certain that the delegates left Scar- 
borough with a lingering anxiety 
about the plight of the refugees. 

The Poale Zion delegate, Mr. 
Sam Miller, made an admirably 
well-balanced speech in which he 
traced the continuing instability of 
Arab-Israeli relationships to Arab 
intransigence.

the splendid tradition of Poale Zion 
speakers at Labour Party Con- 
ferences, who even in the tragic 
days of Mr. Bevin’s hostility could 
still win a cordial reception.

She was following 
Mr. Charles Fletcher-Cooke, who 
had urged that it was time for a 
reconciliation with Egypt. 

“There is a kind of argument,” 
She said, “that.is used by very 
intellectual, superior, and 
people to us 
believe that our friends are our 
foes and our foes are our friends. 
This was done before the war. We 


were told Hitler was a fine builder. 
_ of roads, Hitler was cleaning up the 


morals of Berlin, Hitler was right- 
ing the wrongs on their side, and 
let us just give him a_ little 


Lebensraum, that is all he wants!” 


Better Conditions 


Then she went on to add: “I do 
not know what is stopping Nasser 
from doing it [creating better con- 
ditions tor the Arab people] 
because ] am given to understand 
that the Arab people in Egypt, the 
poorer people, are in a very bad 
State indeed, and if you read THE 
TIMES today you will see that 
actually the Arabs in Israel are the 
best-off Arabs in the whole of the 
Middle East, which is a- very 
strange thing but true.”

warmly applauded at this point 
which, as Mrs. Strom-Olsen might 
say, “is a very strange thing but 
true,” if you recall the Conserva- 
tive Conference of 1948. 

The tone of the foreign affairs 
debate was represented by the 
speech of Mr. Selwyn Lloyd. His 
attitude to Israel was friendly, to 
Nasser reserved, but to the Arab 
States as a whole, cordial. He 
sympathised with the idea of a 
Middle East Development Council ; 
indeed, he said that he had already 
taken practical steps in conjunction 
with the U.S.A. towards the pre- 
paratory work for its establishment. 
His Middle East theme was 
“ Friendship to all, appeasement to 
none.” 


The Big Difference 


To sum up, the two major 
political parties each showed 
similar dispositions towards Israel 
and the Arab States, though the 
Labour Party was perhaps more 
precise in emphasising the direction 
of its sympathies. Labour would 
like to see the popular movements 
of Arab nationalism expressing 
themselves in democratic institu- 
tions under democratic leadership. 
In the Conservative Party the 
policy still seems to lie’ in’ the 
encouragement of traditional 
friendship with the rulers and 
An 
important point of difference, how- 
ever, lies in Labour’s. willingness to 


‘promote Russian participation in a 


Middle East settlement, whereas 
the Foreign Secretary as well as the 
delegates at the Tory Conference 
seemed unreservedly hostile to the 
prospect. 

For the time being, then, Israel 
‘can rest assured of the benevolence 
both of the Socialist and the Tory 
Parties. I believe. that a vigorous 
Israeli insistence at this point that 


the Arab States should now con-— 


tribute to the solution of the Arab 
refugee problem would have not 
merely Britain’s backing but would 
elevate what is now Britain’s good 
will into positive enthusiasm.

Back in the ‘thirties he was a 
prominent exponent of Social 
Realisn, that movement preoccu- 
pied with comment upon political, 
social, and economic conditions. 
Shahn’s realism -has overtones of 
unreality, and whatever his theme 
he tries to universalise it. He used 


his very personal, very sensitive line 


to create illustrations for a Hagada 
(which. alas, has not been pub- 
lished), and for the theatre pro- 
gramme for a series of skits, “ The 
World of Sholem Aleichem.” In 
“ The Alphabet of Creation” he 
retold and illustrated an anciént 
legend from the Zohar. 


Social Critic 

Hyman Bloom is forty-five. His 
most famous work, “The Syna- 
gogue,’ is now a treasured posses- 
sion of the Museum of Modern 
Art; in addition he has painted 
several versions of an old Jew in 
prayer-shawl embracing the Torah. 

All the artists mentioned so far 
were immigrants. Jack Levine, 
however, is a native of Boston, 
where he was born in 1915, and 
where he and Bloom became close 
friends. Levine is a social critic 
whose canvases are merciless 
exposés of petty officials, wily polli- 
ticians, and inhuman “ Big Brass.” 
In commemoration of his father, 
whose Hebrew name was Shelomo, 
the artist produced a small, very 
lovely canvas, “ Building Solomon’s 
Temple.” 

These are six names. What about 
the hundreds of additional artists 
of Jewish origin? Mention must 
be made of Max Band, who came 
here as a refugee from Nazism, and 
whose pictures of wide-eyed Jewish 
boys are. of an_ unforgettable 
beauty; of Ruth Gikow, wife of

Books of 


a Bibliophile 


By C. ABRAMSKY 


N the past Jewish communities 
| in Europe had quite a large 
number of important private 
Jewish ‘libraries. It was a common 
thing in Germany before the rise 


of Hitler, and in Russia before the 


Revolution. Some private libraries 
there became world famous. Baron 
David Giinzburg, for example, 
formed one of the most important 
Hebrew libraries of fifteenth-cen- 
tury printed books (incunabula) and 
illustrated Hebrew manuscripts of 
the Bible. Today this is part of the 
library of the Academy of Science 
in Leningrad. Another library was 
that of Straschun, in Vilna, who 
specialised in rabbinic books, com- 
mentaries on the Talmud, and 
rabbinic responsa. 


In Germany there were two out- 


standing collections, which fortun- 
ately have survived in their entirety. 
Salman Schocken, with exceptional 
taste, at the beginning of the cen- 
tury started to build up a library 


devoted to poetry, liturgy, Hebrew. 
incunabula, and illustrated Hebrew. 
-manuscripts. 


Invaluab!e Treasures 


Schocken = spent lavish 
on the finest copies of Hebrew 
incunabula and the rarest illumin- 
ated Hebrew manuscripts, with 
particular attention to the creative- 
ness of German Jewry. Among the 
invaluable treasures he possesses are 
the Nuremberg Hagada and 
Machzor, the Lacaita Bible, and 
many others of the utmost value 


‘for the history of Jewish art and 


literature. He succeeded in taking 
the whole library to Jerusalem. It 
deserves a special article on its own. 


The other well-known private 
library in Germany was that of the 
late Dr. Lazarus. Goldschmidt, 


which is now in the Royal Librar 
of Copenhagen. | | 

The war destroyed most of the 
Jewish libraries in Europe, and 
today there are only two important 
libraries left in private hands. One, 
the famous library of David 
Sassoon, specialises in manuscripts, 
and the other is that of Mr. 
Berthold Strauss, in London. 

Mr. Strauss, a German Jew who 
settled in London in 1933, began 
collecting while still in Germany. 
Being an Orthodox Jew he paid 
special attention to — rabbinical 
books of responsa and rabbinic 
commentaries. But his interests 
were not limited to these subjects, 


First Editions 


He has succeeded in acquiring 
thirty of the rarest Hebrew 
incunabula. Among them are the 
first edition in Hebrew of the Book 
of Psalms, Bologna, 1477; the first 
edition of the Pseudo-Josephus- 
Josippon, Mantua, 1475, the third 
Hebrew book ever printed and the 
first secular book in Hebrew; the 
first edition of | Maimonides’ 
“Mishne Torah,” Rome, before 
1480; the first’ edition of the 
Talmudic dictionary, the 
“Aruch” of Nathan Ben Jechiel 
of Rome, before 1480; the. first 
edition of the Mishna with 
Maimonides’ commentary, Naples, 
1491; the only edition of Hebréw 
poetry printed in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, the 
Immanuel of Rome, the friend of 
Dante, printed by Soncino in a 


small Italian town, Brescia, im 
1492; and the.“ Tur....QOrach 
Hayim”’ and “Yoreh ~De’ah;” 


printed in Mantua (1476-77), of 
which ‘Mr. Strauss seems to have 
the only known complete copies. — 

But however important incuna- 
bula are, they do not by themselves 
form a library. Mr. Strauss has an 
exceptionally rich assortment of 
Hebrew books of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. Among them 
aré books of unusual interest to 
bibliophiles historians—for 
example, “Sefer Hagadot Hatal- 
mud,” Constantinople, 1511, of 
which even Steinschneider had not 
seen’ a complete copy; “Sefer 
Rokeach,” a Hebrew ethical work, 
Fano, 1506, the first Hebrew book 
printed with a title page; and the 
first edition of.“ Saadia’ Bmunot 


Vedeot,” Constantinople; 1560; one

Parents’ Attitude 
Deplored 


The refusal of many Jewish parents 
to withdraw their children from 
school on Festivals and early Friday 
afternoons was the subject of a state- 
ment by the President of the Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews, Mr. 
Isidore Sandler, at the Council's 
monthly meeting held at the Nathan 
Laski Hall on. Sunday. 

Mr. Sandler referred to a report 
given at the last meeting of the 
Central Board for Hebrew Education 
which stated that. at the ‘Stand 
Grammar School for Boys, only half 
of the Jewish parents had requested 
that their children be excused atten- 
dance on all Jewish Festivals and be 
allowed to leave early on Friday 
afternoons—the remainder only on 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. 

The President said that, “ with the 
fullest sense of responsibility,” he 
must deplore such conduct on the part 
of parents which, at an impression- 


able age of the child’s life, would 


result in an undermining and serious 
weakening of its general respect for 
Jewish observance and teaching. 

The Jewish community, he said, 
had the highest respect for the head- 
masters, staff, and governors of the 
local schools and was appreciative of 
the satisfactory co-operation and 


good will that had at all times existed. . 


He realised, however, that the head- 
masters must find it difficult to under- 
stand why the community requested 
withdrawal for Shabbat and Festivals 
as essential requirements of Jewish 
law when so many individual Jewish 
parents completely contradicted those 
accepted standards.

Chinuch Atzmai Schools 


To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Without wishing to join in the 
controversy between your correspon- 
dents Mr. A. Maslo and Mr. B. 
Mindel, I feel I must reproach the 
latter for his reference to Chinuch 
Atzmai and for the incorrect figures 
which he quoted in his letter of last 
Friday. 

The Chinuch Atzmai Schools have 
under their auspices 273 schools, 
kindergartens, seminaries, and evening 
classes; over 32,000 pupils and a 
teaching staff of 978 men and women, 

The Government grants 75 per cent 
of the annual budget of the teachers’ 
salaries only.

land. The salaries for these extra 
daily hours must also be paid by 
Chinuch Atzmai alone. 

Therefore, the Government grant 
amounts to less than 50 per cent of 
the actual annua] budget of our 
schools. The rest has to be covered 
by voluntary donations, and I am 
pleased to report that the British 
Committee for Chinuch Atzmai is con- 
tributing a fair share towards this 
important work. 

Mr. Mindel is also not helping the 
cause of Orthodoxy by belittling the 
work of Chinuch Atzmai. J think he 
must know that many leading Miz- 
rachi personalities in Israel send their 
children to our schools and he should 
also know the views often expressed 
Mizrachi ministers that the 
Government will tolerate the State 
religious schools only as long as there 
is a Chinuch Atzmai.

THE MORTARA CASE 


U.S.A. Congregation’s 
Action Recalled 


To the Editor of THe Jewitsn CHRONICLE 


Mortara Case. recently 
referred to in your columns had some 
curious repercussions in the Sephardi 
Congregation of Philadelphia. 

Sir Moses Montefiore’s appeal in 
October, 1858, was acted upon 
promptly by Abraham Hart, President 
of the Congregation. On November 
14 the “junto” of the Congregation 
authorised him to write to Lewis Cass, 
the U.S.A. Secretary of State, urging 
him to intervene, an action which met 
with warm approval from Sir Moses. 
On November 21 the Secretary of 
State wrote to Hart that he had sub- 
mitted the request to the President, 
who had decided that there could be 
no intervention since “this occurrence 
took place within the territories of an 
independent Power, without 
affecting the rights of any American 
citizen.” 

On the following Sabbath, Novem- 
ber 27, 1858, the minister of the con- 
gregation, Sabato Morais (himself an 
Italian subject and one-time teacher 
at the Gates of Hope school in Lon- 
don) pointedly omitted the Prayer for 
the Government. The © sensation 
created must have been intense, since 
a special meeting of the “junto” was 
summoned the very next day to con- 
sider the Hazan’s action. This resolu- 
tion was passed: “The prayer for 
the Government is part of the regular 
Service in this congregation and 
cannot be dispensed with; and that 
the Parnass notify the Hazan of the 
same, and respectfully inform him 
that said prayer should not hereafter 
be omitted for any reason whatever.” 

To the best of my knowledge this 
has been scrupulously observed since, 
and the mercies of heaven are regu- 
larly invoked upon the President of 
th U.S.A., the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, and such other worthies as 
tradition dictates. 3

HEINE AND FREUD

The striking resemblance shown by 
Heinrich Heine, the poet, and Dr. Sig- 


-mund Freud in their approach to 


Jewishness was the main theme of a 
lecture given in German by Dr: Her- 


man Levin Goldschmidt, founder and

Both were marginal Jews, yet one of 
them had introduced the Jews as a 
factor in modern literature, while the 
other had dwelt’ on the relation 
between Jewish humour as an arm of 
self-defence and the subeonscious,

freedom which would deliver the Jews 
and mankind alike.

philosophical works, whose 
influence on Maimonides was pro- 
found ; every important edition of 
the Zohar and the first book printed 
in the Holy Land (‘ Habazelet 
Hasharon” of Moshe Alshich). 


Extremely rare and of great his- 
toric interest are the books and 
pamphlets produced by Jewish sects 
and the literature written against 
them. The most notable sects to 
have separated themselves from the 
main stream of Jewish life were the 
Karaites, followers of Anan, a 
Hebrew scholar of the eighth cen- 
tury, who recognised only the 
Scriptures as the basic Jewish Law 
and denied the validity of the Oral 
Tradition, and the followers of 


Shabetai Zevi, of Smyrna, the 
false Messiah of 1666. 
Exquisite Hebrew 
The Karaite scholars wrote 


mostly in exquisite Biblical Hebrew, 
which was grammatically perfect. 
Their books were printed jin small 
editions, mainly for their own fol- 
lowers. The first Karaite book was 
the four-volume 
printed by Bomberg in Venice in 
1524. Of this extremely rare 
edition of liturgy only two complete 
copies are known to exist, Mr. 
Strauss possessing one of them. 


After that two Karaite books were 


published in Constantinople by 


‘Soncino. Then there was a gap and 


they only resumed their publishing 
and printing activities in the Crimea 
in Russia, where they established 
considerable peinting presses in two 
towns, Chuput Kale (known in 
Europe by the name of Theodosia), 
and Goslaw (known in Europe as 
Eupatoria). There they printed 
about seventy titles, including 
prayer-books, books on law, com- 
mentaries on the Bible, grammars, 
and even stories. They also pub- 
lished books in Tartarian, but in 
Hebrew letters. Mr. Strauss pos- 
Sesses a virtually complete collec- 
tion of their publications. Ih the 
early part of the nineteenth century 
Nicholas I of Russia issued an order 
recruiting Jews to the Russian 
army, but exempting the Karaites, 
who thereupon issued a_ small 
pamphlet written in Hebrew and jn 
Tartarian in Hebrew letters, called 
“ Iggeret Teshuat Israel” (‘ Letter 
on the salvation of Israel’), printed 
in Goslaw in 1830. There are only 
three copies known to exist in the 
world, and one of them is in Mr. 
Strauss’s library. 


Of greater rarity and unusual 
interest are the works of the 
followers of Shabetai Zevi, for 
the rabbis who fought the false 
Messiah ordered their books to be 
destroyed, and few copies have sur- 
vived.

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FIGHTING DISEASE IN MOROCCO | 


Ose to Train Government Workers. 


By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


The Moroccan Ministry of Health 
is very anxious to colloborate with 
the Ose Organisation in Morocco on 
chosen aspects of medical work, I was 
told by Dr. Barnett Stross, M.P., the 
President of British Ose. who has just 
returned from that country. 


In an interview Dr. Stross told me 
that he had discussed the work of Ose 
with the Ministry as he was interested 
to see what collaboration and co- 
operation could be reached between 
the Ose Committee and the Ministry. 

Ose had been particularly successful 
in combating tuberculosis, very pre- 
valent in the Jewish community, and 
scalp ringworm, the incidence of 
which among children had _ been 
greatly reduced, 3 

Dr. Stross had talks with Dr. 
Benhima, the Minister of Health's 
Chief Adviser, who made it clear that 
the Ministry had a very high opinion 
of the work of Ose and that nothing 
would please the Ministry more than 
to co-operate fully on chosen aspects 
of medical work. © 

Dr. Benhima_ was particularly 
anxious that non-Jewish Moroccan 
workers should be trained by Ose in 
the treatment of the ringworm disease. 


Agreement had been reached and

Then he teamed up with Graham 
Rael-Brook, now his Joint Manag- 
ing Director, and together they 
managed with great difficulty to 
raise their initial capital—£800. 
There was not much margin in the 
way of money, but there was plenty 
of courage and determination. 

The first big opportunity came 
when Harry was offered, in’ Man- 
chester, 4,000 yards of shiriing.

Frenziedly he telephoned to retailers 
taking orders for shirts—although 
he had no factory and no means 
of making them.

SUCCESS STORY 


INCE Harry and Graham Rael- 
Brook started in partnership 
as shirt-makers in a basement 

house in South-East London ten 
years ago, a real Arabian Nights 
transformation taken place. 
Their joint capital was then £800; 
their first. year’s work showed a 
profit of £119 ; their first order took 
six weeks to complete. Rael-Brook 
Holdings were turned into a public 
limited liability company in 1957, 
and the trading profit ai the end 
of that year was £181,791. 

When the factory started produc- 
tion there was a wage bill of £100 
a week—Harry Rael-Brook drew 
as his weekly share ten pounds— 
the same sum as he paid to his 
cutter. The firm produced 5,000 
shirts a year; today its output is 
in the region of 40,000 a week. 

The turning point in the history 
of the firm came _ when_ they 
acquired two million yards of 
specially treated non-ironing ” 
cloth. But one great difficulty had 
to be overcome-—-how to make a 
collar that, even under the stress of 
repeated washing, would remain 


free from wrinkles. The problem 
had to be solved, and solved it was, 
although at heavy cost to the not 
yet very prosperous organisation. 
A research chemist was engaged at 
a salary of 100 guineas a week ; but 
the gamble paid off; and the enor- 
mously popular “Toplin” shirts 
were the result. | 

Now, in addition to issuing 
licences to manufacturers in other 
countries, Rael-Brook have 
factories in London and another 
one in Manchester, employing 1,250 
people in all. There is another unit 
in Southern Ireland, with between 
209 and 300 workers. 


“Accent on youth” might well 
be the motto of Rael-Brook. “ Mr. 
Harry” himself is only 36; and he 
is a believer in promoting young 
members of his organisation who 
show promise.

men bought men’s clothes and 
women bought women’s. clothes. 
Grandmother would never have 
dreamed. of exercising any super- 
vision over the rather funereal gar- 
ments worn by her lord and master, 
nor would grandfather have ven- 


ie the days of our grandparents 


tured to exercise any supervision 


(except for grumbling as he pro- 
duced his cheque-book) over the 
voluminous gowns with which his 
wife adorned herself. 

Today, however, things are dif- 
ferent. True, the average husband 
nowadays has little to say about his 
wife’s clothes : he must, in any case, 
exercise a good deal of discretion 
in sieering a course between “ show- 
ing no interest” and “ being criti- 
cal.” But the woman displays a 
very lively concern in her husband's 
clothes—and more particularly in 
his. shirts. 

_And, on the whole, this concern 
has been beneficial. In the first 
place, the woman of today likes to 
see her husband smarily (and not 
just respectably) turned out. In the 
second place, most women (perhaps 


excluding those in the very tip-top 
class) find it necessary to do some 


of their washing at-home. 


Boon And A Blessing 


Not unnaturally, they want to do 
this once-tiresome chore with the 
minimum of trouble consistent with 
efficiency ; and for such women the

dull and irresponsible to higher and 
nobler conceptions” (p. 305).

Films of the Week 


AN OBJECTIONABLE FILM 


A film about the Crucifixion, giving 
offence to any Jew who might see it, 
has been passed, quite inexplicably, by 
the Censor for unrestricted general 
public showing. It is called Day of 
Triumph (“U”), comes from across 
the Atlantic, and is naively acted in 
broad American dialect. No century 
has passed without Jews being charged 
with having themselves personally 
caused the death of Jesus. When the 
subject was reverently dealt with in 
its proper historical perspective in 
“The Robe.” Jews were the first to 
acknowledge the sober presentation of 
the tragic happening in absolutely 
unbiased fashion. But in this film, 
the Jews are once again the villains of 


the piece. The High Priest, Caiapahas, - 


and his associates are made out to be 
artful and slimy wheedlers of the 
death penalty from an unwilling 
Pilate; the scenes where the Jews, 
complete with outsize Semitic noses 
and all the theatrical paraphernalia of 
an evil, bloodlusting mob, call for 
the killing of Jesus, are positively 
nauseating. It is astonishing that the 
Censor. passed these vicious sequences. 
It amazed me to see a Jewish actor. 
Lee J. Cobb (who plays the part of 
Zadok the Zealot). associate himself 
with the film. I am sure that the 

management. of the Cameo-Poly- 
technic Cinema, W., could not have 
given the fullest consideration to the 
film’s obvious demerits when deciding 
to show it. The picture is replete with 
Biblical texts, almost all of them one- 
sided. I suggest that the matter is 
one for consideration by the Council 
of Christians and Jews.

Square, W.C.2, Cat On A Hot Tin

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The Seventh Year 


BY AUNTIE 


week is holy, so is 
the seventh month (Tishri). But 
the seventh year was most holy, and 
was known as the Sabbatical Year. 
This year 5719 is a Sabbatical Year. It 
was one of the commandments given 
by Moses to the children of Israel 
that the land should not be ploughed 
or planted every seventh year. The 
year of rest was not meant to be an 
idle one. In fact before Moses died 
God repeated this instruction: “At 
the end of every seven years in the 
set time of the year of release, the 
king shalj read the Law before all 
Israel in their hearing.” And_ thus 
it came.to pass every seventh year, 
the king carried out this law and read 
the Torah before all Israel, in the 
set time of the year of release. 
The time chosen was the Feast of 
Succot, when everyone had come on 
the third pilgrimage of the year. 
Usually Succot is the season when all 
“Israel gives thanks to the Almighty 
God for the bounteous harvest that 
he has gathered in. 


Study of Torah 


But the Succot that came at the 
end of the Sabbatica] Year had no 
harvest and yet the people came fo 
_ give thanks. They had not sown any 
harvest and; of course, had not seaned, 
The year had been spent in the study 
of the Torah and in repairs to barns 
and farming tools, and the Israelites 
gave thanks for having been sustained 
and fortified in this seventh year. For 
six years they had. worked hard, 
putting by here a little, there a little, 
so that no none should suffer hunger 
during the enforced holiday. 

Least of all did the animals suffer. 
I think that we, as Jews, can truly 
be proud that never have the animals 
‘in our care suffered. From the giving 
of the Ten Commandments _ the 
people were reminded that they owed 
a duty to their four-footed friends. 
In the Fourth Commandment we are 
enjoined to cease from work on the 
Sabbath Day and the commandment 
continues: “Thou, nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, . .. nor thy cattle.” 
Animals need a rest as well as human 
_ beings. Do you remember that lovely 
legend of Moses, who, while he was 
shepherd to Jethro, followed a lamb 


je as the seventh day of the 


that had strayed to the water's 
brink. Moses put the tiny creature 


in his arms to take it back to the 
flock and said: “If ] had only known 
thou wast thirsty, I 
carried thee there.’ God approved 
this action of Moses and said: “A 


would have 


man who is carefu] about the wants 
of animals is worthy to be the shep- 
herd of My people.” 

The Sabbatical law extended only 
to the soil of the land of Israel. The 
soil was to be Jeft uncultivated at the 
end of every period of six years— 
beginning after Pesach if the people 
grew barley, after Shavuot if they 
cultivated wheat, and after Succot for 
the people who grew fruit. What- 
ever grew of itself during the year was 
deemed to be the property of the 
poor. 

It is a rabbinic tradition that the 
king read aloud to the people from 
the beginning of Deuteronomy to the 
end of the first section of the Shema 
Then he read the second paragraph 
and ended with other chapters of 
Deuteronomy which tell about good 
behaviour on all occasions. The 
people understood from this public 
reading that the year was to be 
devoted to the study of the word of 
God. After the reading the people 
were dismissed with blessing, 
similar to that read on Yom Kippur. 

The commandment for rest in the 
seventh year comes Exodus 
xxili, 10. It tells the people to 


‘sow and-reap for six years and to let 


the land rest on the seventh, “so that 
the poor of thy land may eat and 
what they leave, the beasts of the 
field shal] eat”: and adds “in like 
manner thou shalt deal with thy vine- 
yard and thy oliveyard.” | 


New Feature 


When we read about the law again 
in Deuteronomy (which is mostly 4 
repetition of laws previously given), 
it adds a new feature: the seventh 
year is to be one of release to debtois. 
But this did not include debts for 
things purcased in shop, nor 
judicial fines, nor money lent on a 
pledge. | 

It was made clear to the people 
that owned land they were to lay by 
corn and such like provisions for their 


own and families’ wants, provided. 


sufficient of the same kind was left 
in the field for cattle and beasts to 
feed upon. 

Thus, just like the Sabbath itself, 
so the Sabbatical Year pointed for- 
ward to the “rest which remaineth to 
the people of God.” They could sing 
as they did in the time of Moses: 


“Who is like unto Thee, O Lord, 
among the mighty, 
Who is like unto Thee, glorious 
in holiness, 
Fearful in praises, doing wonders ?” 


SYMBOLS AND BADGES 


Continued 


There are a number of societies in 
our community founded by women 
and specially catering for their 
interests in different ways. 

Our three badges this week are 
those of women Zionists’ organisa- 
tions. Zionism, as you will have learnt 
at home or in your synagogue classes, 
is the modern political expression of 
the age-long yearning for the restora- 
tion of the Holy Land to the Jews. 
The founder of the modern Zionist 
Movement over 60 years ago was the 
famous Dr, Theodor Herzl, and the 
present-day World Zionist Organisa- 
tion grew out of the first Zionist Con- 
gress over which he presided in 1897 
in Basle, Switzerland. Among_ the 


Mizrachi 
Women 


delegates who attended from many 
countries were a number of Jewish 
women, although there was no 
separate women’s Zionist society at 
that time, 
_ In later years, different kinds of 
Zionist societies were formed. They 
all had the fundamental belief in the 
return to Zion (and it was largely 
owing to their combined efforts that in 
the end the modern State of Israel 
was able to come into being), but they 
did not all agree on the approach and 
_ methods. So they formed, as it were, 
political-style parties. In due course, 
some of them had special women’s 
branches, not only to help generally in 
Zionism but also to help women and 
children who went to settle in 
Palestine, which later became Israel. 
One society, however, which was 
formed in 1918 in England, did not 


join any political branch but declared 
itself non-party. It is the Federation 
of Women Zionists. Members wear 
the “Wizo” badge, which 
from the initials, that they belong to 
the Women’s International Zionist 
Organisation. In fact, the Wizo came 
into existence all over the world 
originally through the efforts of this 
women’s Federation in Britain. 

Religious Zionism is representéd ‘by 
the Mizrachi Organisation, and the 
women’s branch is called the Mizrachi 
Women’s Organisation, Their symbol 
shows an open prayer-book set 
against the Sabbath candles and the 
Magen David. | 

Another branch of Zionism is that 
represented the 
Poale Zion, or Worker 
Zionism. In 1948 
women Poale Zion- 
ists decided to form 
their own _ society, 
which is called the 
Pioneer Women of 
Great Britain. Their 
badge shows’ two 
hands holding up 
omit. part of a cog-wheel, 
in which is set soil from which a 
sapling is growing, all indicating con- 
structive work. Two Hebrew letters, 
©, complete the design. They stand 
for “ Moetzet haPoalot,” “ Council of 
Women Workers.”

Two Kilometres Per Hour 


We live in an age of records. Almost 
every day we read in the newspapers 
about new records in speed. Jet planes 
compete with one another and decrease 
the distances between the various parts 
of the world. 

‘Because of this the speed of two kilo- 
metres per hour will not be a surprising 
thing for us (in our eyes). However, this 
time the reference is not to planes, of 
course, but to the flow of oil which a few 
weeks ago reached Haifa from Elath. 
Merely two years ago Israel opened the 
Gulf of Elath to free one. and 
(behold) today there is alrea an oil- 
line for a length of several ced kilo- 
metres which joins Elath to Haifa, 

The ships which bring the oil to the 
southern part of the State come to us 
from Asian countries, The oil-line which 
connects the Red Sea with the Mediter- 
ranean Sea permits the transfer of the 
fuel in large quantities and at a not high 
price. 

Many countries in Europe have dis- 
played great interest in the possibility of 
a substitute for the Suez Canal. Perhaps 
in the not distant future we shall be able 
to see numerous ships entering Haifa 
harbour in order to transport oil from 
there to ports of Europe. The Elath- 
Haifa oil-line will be an important bridge 
between Asia. and the European 
countries.

ISTANBUL 

The Turkish authorities have 
ordered the suppression of all the 
Jewish charitable. social, and cultural 
institutions linked to the Chief Rabbi- 
nate here. They include a _ body 
known as the Co-ordination, which is 
a group of ten welfare institutions, 
the Jewish Schools Committee, and the 
Mahazeke Torah, an _ organisation 
which also seeks to provide religious 
instruction for Jewish youth. 

Under Turkish law, _ religious 
authorities such as the Chief Rabbi- 
nate are required to administer 
organisations only of a _ purely 
religious character. Charitable and 
social associations are permitted to be 
established separately. 

Jewish welfare and cultural activi- 
ties have for years been centralised in 
the Chief Rabbinate here, and the 
Rabbinate’s premises have been used 
as the headquarters of a number of 
institutions working these fields. 
The Co-ordination distributes dona- 


tions among the various. institutions, 


including the Jewish Hospital, the 


Orphanage, the Home for the Aged, — 


and others. Centralisation has facili- 
tated fund-raising campaigns as well 


as the administration. of these 
institutions. 
Jewish’ communal leaders have 


mang to the authorities not to 
change the present status of the 
Jewish institutions. The Chief Rabbi, 
Rabbi Raphael Saban, .and_ lay 
leaders have conferred with Ethem 
Yetkiner, the Governor of Istanbul, on 
this matter, and Jewish communal 
leaders have expressed the hope that 
the authorities will show understand- 
ing of the particular position of the 
Jewish institutions and allow them to 
function as before. | 
Meanwhile, the Chief Rabbinate’s 
Lay Council also has its problems. 
For the past few months the Council 
has had no President, and there are 


not even any candidates for the post. | 


Barely a third of the Council’s 20 
members are active. Jewish institu- 


tions face serious financial problems . 


in view of the rising cost of living.

Goldmann referred to the approaches 
niude to the Claims Conference by 
Jewish communities in Eastern 
Europe and their tentative approaches 
to the World Jewish Congress. He 
regarded these approaches as being 
of great importance both in them- 
selves and also because they might 
eventually lead to an improvement in 
relations with Russian Jewry. Nothing 
had meanwhile changed in regard 
to the Russian Jewish community. 
But the Russian authorities seemed to 
be a little bit more sensitive to criti- 
cism, not from Jews but from those 


liberal non-Jewish quarters who were 
demanding opportunities for Jews in 
Russia like those enjoyed by other 
minorities, 

Dr. Goldmann said .that two new 
factors had arisen. The Tunisian 
authorities appeared to believe that 
the emancipation of the Jews must be 
accompanied by their assimilation. 
and secondly some Tunisian Jews 
not many--had in their new-won 
freedom shown signs of discarding 


_ their Jewishness. 


Referring to Morocco, Dr. Gold- 
mann pointed out that restrictions on 
emigration to Israel had been imposed 
by the authorities. Negotiations 
— this matter were continuing, he 
said.
